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5. REDEVELOPMENT AGENCY FIVE YEAR IMPLEMENTATION PLAN FOR THE 

GILLESPIE FIELD REDEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
 

Ms. Barrett gave a presentation regarding the Gillespie Field Redevelopment 
Project, including the history of the project, adopting Redevelopment plans, 
Redevelopment Project time lines, tax increment funding, Gillespie Field 
Redevelopment project funding, debt incurred, AEF loan repayments, the Five 
Year Implementation Plan for FY 2010/11 through FY 2014/15, including projects 
anticipated for the next five years on Gillespie Field Redevelopment Project sites. 
 
The Council asked for clarification and recommended several additions to the 
Five Year Implementation Plan.  
 

6. SEVENTH AMENDMENT TO JPA BETWEEN THE COUNTY AND CITY OF EL 
CAJON REGARDING GFDC 

 
Ms. Barrett advised the Council that the Joint Powers Agreement (JPA) between 
the County and the City of El Cajon that established the GFDC expires 
7/10/2010.  She said that six amendments to the JPA have taken place and 
recommended a seventh amendment, extending it three years, which would 
coincide with the anticipated start of construction of the Cajon Air Center.    
GFDC members discussed a longer extension in case construction does not 
begin as currently anticipated.    
 
MOTION – “It is recommended that the Board of Supervisors amend the Joint 
Exercise Powers Agreement between the County of San Diego and City of El 
Cajon, extending the term of the Agreement four years.”  
 
Mr. Leary made a motion to approve. Mr. Bardack seconded the motion which 
passed unanimously.
